MIRACLES AND ACCIDENTS. 


\ great deal of the controversy between material and Occult 
CLEnce 18 (ue to confusion in terms. When a word means two dif- 
[erent things to people who are arguing about it, it is useless to 
Xpect an agreement until each understands the other's interpreta- 
ne statement that most cases of thought transference are 
accidents. This 1s a perfectly true s:atement; vet the various people 
vho would agree to it might have ent rely oppoxite views on the 
uhJect. It becomes necessary, therefore, to define what we mean bv 
an accident, and since miracles arc really $0 akin to accidents, it will 
lO no harm to mention the two together. 


[In philosophical terms an accident is merely an event the cause 
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f winch is <0 complex as to be obscure. If 1 drop a teacup and 
break 1t, 1t 18 not an accident, tor our eXPETICNce has told us that it 
naturat for teacups to fall when nothing 1s holding them. We 
mmonly think of an accident as an. event which brings distaste of 
ome <ort, but <cientifically speaking 1t 1s merely a happening which 
turns out ditterently than the casual observer would have expected. 
From the ordinary standpoint, 1t a man jumps from a fifth-story 
window and breaks his les, he has had an accident. But to be abso- 
Intely correct, it 18 an accident 1f he does not break his leg. All the 
at we can See point to the logical concluson that he should 
hreak 1t ; 1f he does not, something unexpected must have entered as

The word miracle 1s greatly misunderstood generally, probably 


ne to the miStiness surrounding the <uÞject, and the intrequency with 


viich miracles have been witnessed by most oft us. Jesns turned the 
water into wine, and fed the multitude with a tew loaves and fishes. 
Taking these not as parables, but as actual physical happenings, they 
quite readily fall into the category of miracles. Popularly speaking, 
a miracle 1s <omething vou have heard about but didn't beheve hter- 
ally unless you grant Occult powers to the doer, and even then you 
would much rather have seen the event vourself. But scitentifically 
Speaking, a miracle 1s an accident once removetl ; 1t 1s too accidentat 
to be an accident pure and smple, for its causes are $0 hidden, com- 
plex, and inexplicable that verv little is accomplished by speculating 
Pon them. 

In a mathematical sense there 1s a still more <trict definition ot a 
miracle which serves to satisfy those who do not grant the ex1stence 
f anv set of forces with which we are not reasonably famiſiar. To 
them a miracle is something peculiar which is hound to happen 1t you 
wait long enough, due to the fact that according to probability any- 
thing is possible since all causes are possible if you impose no hmita- 
tions. Since the universe 1s limitless, anything can happen, but the 
<peculator generally saves his face by admitting that 1t 1s generally 
inconvenient to wait long enough.

|. 

Irs of all we must think of the Manifested” Universe as One. 
C nderlying the common experience of multiphcity analys1s shows 
the >ubstratum of Unity. Any two or more things, aspects, modes, 
etc., are hound together by relationship of one sort or another. 
Alot chrectly we find. this Unity in the. perceiving [,g0, Nobody 
really knows more than one Self, The experience of multiplicity 18 
bound mto Unity in the Oneness of that Self. Hence for anv center 
Of consctousness there can he put one Rosmos, which therefore 1s 


necessarily "x IN VETSE. | 0 Speak Of ex1stences- outs1de the range 
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Of Consciousness 18 meaningless. Thus, from the primary fact of 
the Oneness of the Knowing Self we know that whatever TIS, 1s 
ONE. 

But in bare Unitv alone there cannot he a filled Consciousness. 
There is alwavs at least the Ego that knows and the object known. 
Phus 1t 1s evident that the Universe must appear as Dual. 

The Universe, however, 1s more than Dual. It m our analys1s 
Of 1t we were to see it only as dual we could not save ourselves from 
a divergent Separation of those two aspects, and the Unmverse would 
he destroved. It 1s Dual and vet One. It 1s two. aspects and the 
Svnthetizing relationship between them. The Knower stands related 
to the Known. Thus there are Three: Knower, Known and the 
Synthesizinyg Relationship: Consctousness, Matter and the Force 
that binds them together; Father, Mother and Androgyne >0n; 
Atma, Buddhi and Manas. These three make the first and s1mplest 
effective Unity. Thev are inseparable save for abstract analys1s. 

At this point consider certain geometrical laws. One, alone, 
may be represented by a line. Two by two lines. But neither the 
one nor the two lines give us any «efinite form. They are abstrac- 
tions only. But with three lines we can form the first closed and 
definite figure, 1. e., the Triangle. This figure 18 hounded, has $1ze 
and incloses a definite portion of plane space. It 1s capable ot 
Standing by itsclf and does not require any addition in order that 
it may Be. The $step from unmanifested Beness to the s1mplest 
form of Being cannot stop short of the Triad, but with the Triad 
Beness has become Being. 

The next step, mystically known as the *falling of the Three 
into the Four, 1s of greatest imporatnce to those whose consc1ous- 
ness moves primarily in three-dimensoned space, 1. e., to our human- 
ity. It 1s in this step that we will find the key that will answer our 
question. But to perceive the rationale of this step requires an 
analys1s of the pecuhar properties of parts in a U niverse.
